The  undersigned  has  the  honour  to  report  that  it 
is  deemed  advisable  to  revoke  and  cancel  Order  in 
Council  No.  487,  approved  on  the  6th  day  of 
March.  1954,  and  to  recommend  that  an  Order 
be  made  as  set  out  hereafter: 

That  under  the  “  Strathcona  Park  Act,”  being 
chapter  49  of  the  Statutes  of  British  Columbia, 
1911,  and  amendments  thereto,  a  report  and 
recommendation  of  British  Columbia  Power 
Commission  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  “  the 
Commission”),  dated  the  27th  day  of  July,  1955, 
has  been  received  recommending  that  it  be  author¬ 


ized  to  raise  the  water-level  of  portions  of  Buttle 
Lake  and  Elk  River  and  to  use  for  storage  pur¬ 
poses  portions  of  Buttle  Lake,  Elk  River,  and  Elk 
River  valley  lying  within  the  limits  of  Strathcona 
Park: 

And  that  the  Commission  is  a  licensee  under 
the  “  Water  Act  ”  on  Campbell  River,  its  licences 
being  appurtenant  to  its  undertaking  known  as 
the  Campbell  River  Development: 

And  that  it  is  deemed  necessary  for  the  carrying- 
on  of  the  said  Development  that  such  authority  be 
granted: 

And  that  it  is  deemed  advisable  to  grant  such 
authority: 

And  to  recommend  that,  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  “  Strathcona  Park  Act,”  upon  the 
recommendations  contained  in  the  said  report,  and 
for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  the  said  Develop¬ 
ment  and  improving  the  availability  and  supply  of 
power  on  Vancouver  Island,  the  Commission  be 
authorized: — 

1.  To  exercise  its  rights  under  Conditional 
Water  Licence  No.  22581  subject  to  the  following 
additional  provisions,  such  provisions  to  be  deemed 
included  in  the  conditions  of  the  said  licence:  — 

(a)  The  Commission  will  be  responsible  for 
disposing  of  blow-downs  of  timber  along 
the  edges  of  the  cleared  area  for  a  period 
of  ten  years  following  the  clearing  as 
directed  by  the  Minister  of  Lands  and 
Forests: 

(b)  The  Comptroller  of  Water  Rights  will  con¬ 
sult  with  the  Minister,  and  vice  versa,  in  all 
matters  affecting  each  other’s  interests: 

(c)  The  Commission  will,  within  five  years  of 
construction  of  the  dam,  clear  and  grub 
such  areas  for  camping-sites  and  landing- 
places  within  the  limits  of  Strathcona  Park 
as  may  be  designated  by  the  Minister: 

(d)  The  Commission  will  be  responsible  for 
clearing  all  drift  logs  and  other  floating 
debris  from  the  storage  area  at  least  once 
a  year  by  June  30th  in  each  year  until  all 
old  accumulations  are  disposed  of  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Comptroller  of  Water 
Rights  and  the  Minister: 

(e)  An  access  road,  with  necessary  bridges  and 
culverts,  all  of  an  adequate  and  permanent 
character  and  built  to  Highways  Depart¬ 
ment  standards,  shall  be  built  by  the  Com¬ 
mission  or  its  contractors.  On  completion 
of  the  construction  of  the  Commission’s 
works  and  of  the  clearing,  the  ownership  in 
the  road  shall  revert  to  the  Crown: 

(/)  There  shall  be  provided  at  the  lake  end  of 
the  road  a  public  parking-space  of  a  size 
and  standard  satisfactory  to  the  Minister: 

(g)  There  shall  be  provided  by  the  Commission 
a  boat-landing  space  which  must  be  ade¬ 
quate  for  launching  and  pulling  out  small 
boats  safely.  Tt  must  be  kept  clear  of  logs 
and  driftwood  at  all  times  to  the  satisfac¬ 
tion  of  the  Comptroller  and  the  Minister: 

And  to  recommend  further  that  the  Commission 
be  authorized  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  the  “Strathcona  Park  Act”: — 

2.  To  raise  the  water-level  of  those  portions  of 
Buttle  Lake  and  Elk  River  and  to  use  for  storage 
purposes  those  portions  of  Buttle  Lake,  Elk  River, 
and  Elk  River  vallev  lying  within  Strathcona  Park 
to  the  extent  authorized  by  the  storage  licence: 

3.  To  flood  land  abutting  those  portions  of 
Buttle  Lake  and  Elk  River  lying  within  Strathcona 
Park  up  to  elevation  730  feet  geodetic: 

4.  Subject  to  first  obtaining  from  the  Minister 
of  Lands  and  Forests  a  permit  containing  such 
conditions  as  the  said  Minister  deems  advisable, 
to  cut  and  remove,  or  cause  to  be  cut  and  removed, 
any  or  all  of  the  timber  and  shrubs  along  the 
margins  of  Buttle  Lake  and  Elk  River  within  the 
limits  of  Strathcona  Park  below  the  elevation  of 
730  feet  geodetic,  and  to  clear,  or  cause  to  be 
cleared,  the  said  lands  as  required  by  the  storage 
licence  and  the  said  provisions: 

5.  Except  as  provided  hereafter  in  this  para¬ 
graph,  the  Commission  shall  not  have  any  right, 
title,  or  interest  in  or  to  any  merchantable  timber 
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removed  under  (4)  above,  all  of  which  shall  be 
the  property  of  the  Crown,  and  all  of  which  shall 
be  sold  by  the  Minister  of  Lands  and  Forests  at 
public  auction  or  by  sealed  tender,  but  the  pro¬ 
ceeds  of  any  such  sale  shall  be  credited  to  the 
Commission  except  any  excess  of  receipts  over  and 
above  the  cost  of  logging,  clearing,  grubbing, 
disposal  of  debris,  road-building,  construction  of 
loading  out  works,  and  the  delivery  of  the  said 
merchantable  timber  to  suitable  loading  out  works: 

6.  To  do  all  such  things  as  are  necessary  or 
advisable  for  the  purpose  aforesaid  and  for  the 
lawful  exercise  of  the  Commission’s  rights  as 
licensee  under  the  licences  aforesaid: 

And  that  this  Order  in  Council  shall  also  be 
deemed  a  regulation  under  the  “  Strathcona  Park 
Act  ”  and  shall  be  published  for  four  consecutive 
weeks  in  The  British  Columbia  Gazette:

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  Relating  to 
Private  Bills 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  whatso¬ 
ever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice  clearly 
and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of 
the  application,  and  when  the  application  refers  to 
any  proposed  work,  indicating  sufficiently  the  loca¬ 
tion  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of 
the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The  British 
Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one  leading 
daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all  parts  of 
the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  newspaper  to 
appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  electoral 
districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be  published 
once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  newspaper  in  every 
electoral  district  affected,  or  if  there  be  no  news¬ 
paper  published  therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  electoral  district  nearest  thereto. 

(4)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in  all 
cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four  weeks 
during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close  of 
the  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration 
of  the  petition.

And  if  this  rule  shall  be  suspended  or 
modified  as  aforesaid,  the  promoters  of  any  Private 
Bill  which  is  presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore 
limited,  or  for  which  the  petition  has  been  received 
after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either 
case  pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order  to 
the  contrary. 

98.  ( 1 )  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any  Private 
Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight 
clear  days  before  the  opening  of  the  Session: —

103.  (1)  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  incorpora¬ 
tion  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  refer¬ 
ence  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts  relating  to 
the  details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Bills:  Special 
grounds  shall  be  established  for  any  proposed  de¬ 
parture  from  this  principle,  or  for  the  introduction 
of  other  provisions  as  to  such  details,  and  a  note 
shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the  provi¬ 
sions  thereof  in  which  the  general  Act  is  proposed 
to  be  departed  from.  Bills  which  are  not  framed 
in  accordance  with  this  Standing  Order  shall  be 
recast  by  the  promoters  and  reprinted  at  their 
expense  before  any  Committee  passes  upon  the 
clauses.
